Recognizing that CB jargon is like a foreign language to the beginning CBer, this dictionary and 
cross-reference is intended to provide a quick and easy guide for learning CB language. 


Since CB slanguage does vary greatly from section to section of the country, and because it continues 
to spread rapidly (keeping pace with today’s CB boom), I hope that this book will be a “must” to the 
long time CBer who wishes to be knowledgeable in CB terminology currently used throughout the 
nation. Additionally, THE “OFFICIAL” CB SLANGUAGE LANGUAGE DICTIONARY AND 
CROSS-REFERENCE will prove invaluable to those who do not actively talk on the CB, but who 
monitor or are simply interested in acquiring an understanding of CB’s fascinating and colorful lingo. 


The pages of this dictionary and cross-reference contain terminology from every section of the 
country. Thousands of traveled miles and thousands of monitored conversations, both base and 
mobile, have produced the bulk of the material. Much of the balance was obtained from interviews 
with CBers, and from terms sent to me by CBers across the country. 


Compiling the book was at once interesting hard work and continuously exciting fun. I hope that the 
reader will find the dictionary and cross-reference amusing as well as a useful tool for learning and 
interpreting CB slang. 


The jargon of CB is steadily growing and new terms are born daily. If you have a new term which 
you would like to see included in a subsequent revision of this work, please contact me at with the 
information.

BEGINNER’S GUIDE TO TRANSMISSION 


Initially, most beginners are afraid to talk on the CB because they unfamiliar with the CB jargon. 
They are usually somewhat embarrassed by their first efforts and they suffer from a condition 
commonly known as “mike fright.” The information provided below should serve as a helpful guide 
for new CBers in their first difficult stages. 
1.INITIAL TRANSMISSIONS 
In the beginning of the CB boom, the FCC required CB users to have a license, due to the 
overwhelming popularity of CB use, a license is no longer required. To begin a CB conversation 
today, you just hop on a channel and use one of the frequent CB terms such as “break,” “breaker”, 
“broke,” or “break 10” ( or other channel number). Also you may choose to identify yourself by your 
handle, your CB code name. 
Sample: “Break 10. This is Nashville Popsicle 
You may have a number of purposes for breaking into the channel. Below we have listed some of the 
most frequent ones and the common terms to signify them. 
a. To call a specific person : 
COLLECT CALL 
BREAK FOR (individual’s handle) 
LONG DISTANCE TELEPHONE IS RINGING FOR (individual’s handle) 
Sample: “this is the Nashville Popsicle; I have a collect call for that Sugar Britches.” 
b. To transmit emergency information (transmission should be made on Channel 9, the channel 
officially designated and monitored for emergency messages: 
10-3 (’ Official” 10 -Code number to indicate emergency) 
Sample: “Break Channel 9. We’ve got a 10-34 on 140 at Exit 215. 
c. To obtain police location and road reports: 
BEAR STORY 
FIX 
LEFT SHOULDER 
SMOKEY REPORT 
Sample: “Breaker, Sugar Britches here, looking for a westbound 18-wheeler. How does it 
look over your left shoulder?” 
d. To obtain directions: 
Give your location (what the CBers call your twenty) and the location desired. 
Sample: “Break 10. This is the Sugar Britches. I’m at Interstate 40, exit 215. How do I get 
to White’s Creek Road?” 
e. To obtain a radio check: 
METER READING 
COPY

POUND (“S” units on meter) 

10-32 

Sample: “Break 10 for a radio check. This is the Sugar Britches How many pound am I 
putting on you?” 


To obtain correct time: 


1-36 (“Official” 10- Code) 
Sample: The Sugar Britches here, breaking for a a 10-36.” 


SEEKING RESPONSES 

Several terms indicate that you wish someone to respond to you. 

Perhaps the most common are: 

COME BACK 

COME ON 

GO AHEAD 

GO BREAKER 

WE’ RE LISTENING 

Sample: “The Nashville Popsicle here. Come back on that radio check.” 
SIGN OFF 

As in the initial transmission, you can sign off with your handle. But in addition, you 
may wish to indicate that you will either be listening or leaving the air entirely. 


a. Through talking but monitoring: 


COPYING THE MAIL 

DOWN AND ON THE SIDE 

EARS ON 

LAY OVER AND LISTEN 

ON STANDY 

10-10 

Sample: “The one Nashville Popsicle, we’re down and on the side. 


b. Through talking and leaving the air: 


ADIOS 

CLEAR 

CUT LOOSE 

GONE 

OUT 

Sample: “The Nashville Popsicle, we’re clear.” 


IV. DURATION OF THE TRANSMISSION 


Key: 


Under FCC regulations, CB transmissions are limited to no more than 5 consecutive 
minutes, with a break of at least one minute before resuming transmission.

Alligator-Tread from the tire of an 18 wheeler on the road or CBer who 
talks too much. 


Alligator Station —CBer who talks too much and doesn’t listen; CB radio 
that transmits but doesn’t receive. 


Almost Heaven: West Virginia. 

Amigo — Friend. 

Anchor Bodies- Wife and Children. 

Anchor It — Brake For Emergency Stop. 

Anchor Town — Anchorage, Alaska. 

Anchored Modulation — Base or field station CB operator. 
Ancient Mary — A-M car radio. 

Angel Buggy — Truck hauling dangerous cargo (nitro, etc). 
Angel City — Los Angeles, California. 

Angel Face Special — Wife. 

ANL -Automatic noise limiter. 

Ankle Biter- Small child or annoying teenager; unruly child. 
Antenna Farm- Base station with many antennas strung up in the air. 
Antler Alley -Deer crossing. 


Appliance Operator -Non technical person who knows how to turn the rig 
on, and that’s about all. 


AM -Amplitude Modulation.

Attila the Hun — Bad mechanic. 


Aviator — Speeding driver; e.g. “That aviator is looking to feed the bears.”

Back At ‘Cha — Answering back; e.g. “You got the one Night Stalker back 
at ‘cha. 


Back at You — Answer back. 
Backdoor — Last CB vehicle in a group of two or more. 


Back Door Closed —Rear CB vehicle in a line of tow or more watching for 
police. 


Back Door Sealed Up — Rear CBer will notify others if police are on the 
move from behind. 


Back Door Shut — Last CB vehicle watching behind for police or speeding 
vehicles. 


Back Down — Slow down. 

Back ‘em Off — Slow down. 

Back ‘em On Down or Up — Stop transmitting; slow down (SE) 
Back ‘em up -Slow down; Stop transmitting (SE). 

Back in a Short, Short — CBer will return to the channel shortly. 
Back I On Out — Stop transmitting. 

Back Off — Stop transmitting; slow down. 

Back Off On It — Slow down (SE). 

Back Off the Hammer -Slow down (SE) 

Back On Down — Stop transmitting; slow down (SE) 

Back Out- Stop Transmitting. 

Back Out of It- Stop transmitting; slow down. 


Back Seat — CBer monitoring the set, e.g. “Let the channel roll; we’ve got 
the Sugar Britches in the back seat.” 


Back to You — Answering back; e.g. “You’ve got the Sugar Britches back to 
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you. 
Background — Noise preventing clear transmission. 
Background Too Heavy — Background noise too strong. 


Backslide — Return trip (SE); e.g. “Definitely did enjoy the rachet jawing; 
we’ll catch on the backslide.” 


Backstroke — Return trip (SE). 


Backyard — The road behind; e.g. “Take a look in your backyard, good 
buddy, and give me a bear report” 


Bad Scene- Overcrowded CB channel. 
Baggie — A young CBer (NW). 
Baggin Them — Police Catching Speeders (NE) 


Bail Out — Leave an expressway; e.g. “We’ll be bailing out at that exit 
‘20’.” 

Bal City — Baltimore, Maryland. 

Balcony — Service, frontage, elevated, or marginal road. 
Ballet Dancer -A antenna that sways in the wind (NE) 
Ballmer — Baltimore, Maryland. 

Balloon Freight — Lightweight freight 

Balloon Tires — Radial tires. 

Baloneys — Tires. 

Bambi — Innocent or naive motorist or other person. 
Banana Peel — Yellow stripe down the middle of the road. 
Band —Aid — Ambulance (NE). 

Band — Aid Wrapper — Ambulance. 

Bang A U-Ey — Make a U-turn (NE). 

Bang ‘em Up — Traffic accident. 

Banger — Engine size; e.g. “We be pushing’ this four banger to death.” 
Banging — police stopping speeders.

Bar City — Forrest City, Arkansas (SE). 

Barber Shop — A low overpass. 

Bareback — Running without a CB radio (SW). 

Barefoot - Using an unmodified CB transmitter. 

Barefoot Mobile — Mobile CB rig with no extra power. 
Barley Pop — Beer (NW). 

Barn — Truck garage. 

Barnie — State trooper (SE) 

Barnyard — Trailer hauling livestock. 

Baryphony — Speech difficulty. 


Base Radio — CB set installed in a home or other immovable location. 


Base Rig — CB set installed in home or other immovable location. 


Base Station — Transceiver installed at a fixed location and primarily used 
for communicating with mobile units and other base stations. 


Baseball City — Youngstown, Ohio 
Baseball Radio — AM car radio (MW) 


Basement — Channel 1 (NW) e.g. “Too many rachet jawers on this channel, 
let’s go to the basement.” 


Basketball on Channel #9 (or other channel) — monitoring Channel #9 (or 
other channel). 


Batman and Robin — trucker’s log sheets; unmarked police cars with sit-up 
dummies (NE). 


Battery Acid — Truck stop coffee. 

Bay City - San Francisco (W). 

Bay State — Massachusetts (NE) 

Beach City — Fort Lauderdale, Florida. 

Beast -A CB rig. 

Beam- A type of antenna which is highly directional. 
Bean Bopper —Pillhead. 

Bean Hauler — Trucker hauling fruits and vegetables. 
Bean House Bull -Trucker talk exchanged at truck stops, eyeball-to-eyeball. 
Bean Pub — Coffee Shop. 

Bean Store — Restaurant. 

Bean Town — Boston, Massachusetts (NE). 

Bean Wagon — Coffee wagon. 

Bear — Police of any kind. 


Bear Bait — Speeding car without CB (SE); e.g. “her comes some bear bait 
‘round ya, let hem feed the bears at Exit 84.” 


Bear Bait Passenger — Car without CB which will speed past and be caught 
by police (SE). 
Bear Bite — Speeding ticket. 


Bear Buster — A CB converter which is installed on an AM car radio and 
permits monitoring of CB conversation. 


Bear Cage — Police station. 
Bear Cave — Police or highway patrol station (W). 
Bear Food — Speeding vehicle without a CB. 


Bear Hug — Police using handcuffs or other restraints; physical abuse by 
police. 


Bear in the Air — Police helicopter. 

Bear in the Bushes — Speed trap. 

Bear in the Sky — Police helicopter. 

Bear Making Like Buck Rogers — Police with a radar gun (SW). 
Bear Meat — Speeding car without a CB. 

Bear Poem — Speeding Ticket (NE). 

Bear Population Explosion — Police are everywhere. 
Bear Report — Police location report. 

Bear Situation — Police location report. 

Bear Story — Police location report (SE). 

Bear Taking Pictures — Police with radar. 

Bear Trap — Radar set-up. 

Bear Valley — Selma, Texas (SW). 

Bearded Buddy — Police of any kind (SE). 


Bears Are Crawling — Police or troopers are switching from side to side of 
the expressway (SE) state police with radar. 


Bears Are Extinct; Road is clear of police. 

Bears’ Den — Police station. 

Bears’ Lair — Police station. 

Bears Wall-to-Wall — Police are everywhere; radar set-up or road block. 
Beast — CB rig: CB in the repair shop (NE) 


Beat the Bushes — the “front door” (lead CB vehicle) looks for police and 
warns CBers behind him of police location. 


Beaver — Woman or girl 

Beaver Bear — Female state trooper 

Beaver Cleaver — Truck driver who has a way with women. 
Beaver Hunt — Looking for women 

Beaver Palace — House of prostitution. 

Beaver Patrol — Looking for women. 

Beaver with a Badge — Female state trooper. 

Beaver with a Kick Stand — Long-haired male (SW). 
Be-Bop- Radio control signals. 

Bear Bait -Speeding car. 

Bear Cage- Police station or jail. 

Bear Cave -Police station or barracks. 

Bearmobile- Police car. 

Bear Trap -Stationary police vehicle with radar. 

Bear in the air- Helicopter or other police aircraft.

Bird In The Air — Police helicopter. 

Birdseed — Food (NE) 

Birdyback — Tractor trailer carrying freight container to or from aircraft.

Bit by the Bear — Given a speeding ticket 

Bit on the Seat of the Britches -Got tagged for a speeding ticket. 
Bit the bullet — Masturbate. 

Black — Northeast (SE). 

Black and White- Cop. 

Black and White CBer - Cop with CB in his car 

Black and White Sea — Stretch of highway 


Black Box — Linear amplifier; hearse (NW) 

Black Cab and Seven Dwarfs — Funeral procession (NE) 
Black Gold — Oil 

Black Ice - A patch of iced over blacktop road. 

Black Water — Coffee. 

Black Widow — CBer using obscene language. 


Bleeding or Bleedover - Strong signals from a station on another channel, 
interfering with your reception. 


Blessed Event - A new CB radio. 


Blew my doors off — Passed by me with great speed, sometimes refers to 
loud or strong signal. 


Blind — Are of road not visible to driver 

Blind Side — Passenger (right) side of vehicle. 

Blinkin’ Winkin’ — School bus. 

Blinky — Vehicle with one headlight out. 

Block — To send out a signal so strong it interferes with other channels. 
Blocking the Channel — Keying the mike to prevent messages (SE) 
Blood Box — Ambulance. 

Blow Hard — Male homosexual (NE). 

Blow the doors off — pass another vehicle. 

Blowin’ me out — receiving you loud and clear. 

Blowin’ Smoke — Loud, clear signal. 

Blowing Your Doors In — Passing your vehicle. 

Blown Donut — Flat tire. 

Blown Pumpkin — Tire blow-out. 

Blue and White — Police (MW). 

Blue Box — Police paddy wagon (NE). 

Blue Boys — Local police (SE, SW). 

Blue — Eyed Indian — Navajo Freight Lines truck. 


Blue Grass State — Kentucky. 

Blue Jeans — State trooper (MW). 

Blue Slip- Ticket. 

Bluff City - Memphis, Tennessee. 

Boardwalk (The) — Atlantic City, New Jersey. 

Boar’s Nest — Men’s restroom. 

Boast Toastie — Experienced CBer; expert CBer. 

Boat Anchor — Either an old tube rig or a radio that is beyond repair. 
Bob-Tailing — Vehicle without CB following one so equipped. 
Bodacious — Clear reception of signal; awesome. 

Bogey — Two or more axles. 

Boll Weevil — Inexperienced truck driver. 


Bologna Sandwich — Interference is coming from another station; 
conversation interrupted by another CBer. 


Bomb — Very strong signal. 

Bone Box — Ambulance. 

Bondyard — Cemetery; place for junk vehicles. 

Boob Tube — TV set. 

Boogie Fever — Slow-moving vehicle (SE). 

Boogie Man — State trooper (NW). 

Boogieing — Nightclubbing. 

Boom-A-Rang — Return trip. 

Boom It Down — Tighten the chains holding down cargo. 

Boom Wagon — Truck hauling dangerous cargo. 

Boomers — Binders on a flatbed trailer for tightening chains around cargo. 
Boondock — Avoid weigh stations by taking back roads at night. 


Boondocks — Anyplace that is out-of-the-way from any city — sparsely 
populated areas. 


Bootlegger- Unlicensed CBer; CBer who uses false call sign. 


Bootlegging — Using another’s CB (W). 

Boots- Linear amplifier to boost CB output. 

Boots On — Using linear amplifier (MW) 

Border Town — El Paso, Texas 

Both Feet on the Floor — Vehicle is moving at fastest possible rate of speed. 
Bottle Popper — Beverage truck. 

Boulevard — Expressway (SE); highway. 

Boulevard of Broken Dreams — Road with a great many speed traps. 
Bounce — Around — Return trip (SE). 

Bouncing Cardboard — Driver’s license. 

Bow Out — To sign off and stop transmitting. 

Box — Tractor trailer truck, square and enclosed (SE); CB set (SE); camper. 
Box on Wheels — Hearse. 

Boy Scouts -The State Police (NE). 

Box -Tractor Trailer; linear amplifier 

Bozos — Late night Cbers in Nashvillle, Tennessee (SE). 

Bra Buster - Bosomy woman. 

Brain Bucket — Motorcycle helmet (NE). 

Brain Wagon — School bus. 

Branch Bank — Armored truck. 

Brass — Important person, usually an executive or official. 

Bread — Money. 


Break or Break, Break — Request for use of a channel; any attempt to break 
into a transmission. 


Break Buster — A CBer who asks for channel use but fails to talk when the 
channel has been cleared. 


Break Channel (number) — Breaking into the channel. 
Break For (handle) — Call for a specific CBer 


Break 10 (or other channel #) — Requesting permission to speak on Channel 
10 (or other channel indicated). 


Break the United — Uncouple tractor from trailer.( Variations: Breaker, 
Breaker-Broke, Breakity-Break, Break For) 


Breaker (direction) Bound 18 — Breaking into a channel to talk with any 18 
wheeler going in a certain direction. Also, Request for police location and 
road condition report. 


Breaker-Breaker -Same as break. Also the title of Chuck Norris’s first 
mainstream movie 


Breaker Broke — Request to use a channel; attempt to break into a 
transmission. 


Breaker Busted — Used when someone has been breaking and requesting to 
speak on channel without getting anywhere (NE). 


Breaking the ‘Ol Needle- Strong signal

In my opinion, if you have two identical stations, at the same location, 
with one station having an SWR reading of 1.2:1 and another at 1.7:1, a 
receiving station at the other end, won’t see a noticeable difference between 
the two signals. Sometimes referred to in the plural sense (SWR’S) which 
makes about as much sense as "We" (see WE in the "W" section)
